If you have a case where we cannot proceed without the officers’ testimony and the case is a 
violent crime, involves death or serious bodily injury, or is a case where you or your AS As feel that 
the case should go forward please contact Fabio or me prior to taking any action. Also, please have 
your AS As keep track of how many of Officer Contreras’ and Caliz’s cases they have and how many 
of those cases were dismissed.
